HS  Scuba  Students  Interview  NASA  Scuba 
Divers 

Yesterday,  several  Hs  science  students  who  are  completing  their  scuba  certification  interview  two  scuba 
divers  from  the  Kennedy  Space  Center  in  Florida  through  Distance  Learning.  Michael  Camacho-Luna, 
Martin  Dych,  Anthony  Mowl,  Mike  Muckenfuss,  Pia  Marie  Paulone,  Elsie  Ritchie,  Drew  Robarge  and 
Emily  Schultz  interviewed  Larry  Collins  and  Manny  Deleong.  Larry  is  the  Dive  supervisor  and  Medic 
for  the  team  who  recovers  the  rocket  boosters  (SRB)  after  each  shuttle  launch.  Manny  is  a  NASA 
engineer  and  is  also  on  the  SRB  recovery  team.  Manny  also  works  on  the  SRB  after  it  is  recovered.  He 
and  other  engineers  and  technicians  dissemble  the  boosters,  inspect  and  clean  each  part  and  send  them  to 
the  vendors  so  they  can  be  rebuilt  and  reused. 


Our  students  asked  forty-five  minutes  of  questions  including: 

Drew  -  How  long  does  it  take  to  hook  up  the  booster  to  the  harness?  Response  -  It  takes  between  four 
hours  and  several  days  depending  on  the  weather. 


Pia  Marie  -  Are  the  SRBs  ever  too  deep  to  retrieve?  No,  they  float  between  110  and  120  feet  below  the 
surface. 

Anthony  -  When  you  are  diving,  what  mix  of  air  do  you  use  in  your  scuba  tanks?  We  use  normal  air  but 
are  experimenting  with  a  nitrous  mixture. 

Michael  -  How  large  is  the  SRB?  It  is  152  feet  long  when  it  is  on  the  space  shuttle.  It  is  132  feet  long 
when  it  hits  the  water  at  65  mph.  Some  parts  break  off  as  it  descends. 

Martin  -  When  the  SRB  separates,  do  you  use  it  for  the  next  flight  of  the  shuttle?  No,  it  is  used  about 
five  launches  later. 

Mike  -  After  launch,  is  the  SRB  too  hot  to  retrieve?  It  is  at  least  one  hour  before  we  get  near  it  since  we 
are  usually  one  to  five  miles  away  from  its  splash  down  for  safety  reasons.  The  one  hours  gives  it 
enough  time  to  cool  down  although  it  is  still  very  warm. 

Elsie  -  How  many  ships  are  in  the  water  retrieving  the  SRB?  Only  two.  The  Liberty  Star  retrieves  the 
right  booster  and  the  Freedom  Star  retrieves  the  left  SRB. 

The  students  suggested  that  the  divers  should  leam  ASL  since  it  would  be  easier  to  communicate  under 
water.  Larry  said  that  the  divers  use  underwater  corn’s  (walkie  talkie  like  devices)  to  communicate  with 
the  surface.  Larry  also  said  that  he  trains  cave  divers  and  borrowed  ASL  signs  to  create  a  book  on  hand 
signals  for  cave  diving.  The  divers  and  our  students  greatly  enjoyed  their  interview.

"The  Perfect  World"

Earth,  how  do  we  communicate  with  hearing  people  at  restaurant,  or  anywhere?  Usually  we  use 
a  pencil  and  a  paper.  I  have  invented  new  ways  how  to  make  Earth  better  for  deaf  people  and  hearing 
people. 

ASL  translator.  I  take  a  mini  T.V.  out,  then  I  sign  to  the  T.V.,  the  T.V.  will  translate  by  talking 
English.  Then  the  person  will  talk  back  and  the  T.V.  will  translate  it  to  ASL.  If  I  happen  to  talk  with  a 
foreign  person,  for  example,  a  Japanese  person,  I  sign  in  ASL  and  it  can  translate  into  Japanese  language 
or  Japanese  sign  language  if  the  person  is  a  deaf  Japanese.  If  it  is  raining,  no  need  to  worry  because  it’s 
waterproof.

Complete  Brain  Control.  It’s  abbreviated  to  CBC.  The  CBC  is  just  made  of  wires  and  a  suction 
cup.  When  I  come  up  to  a  hearing  person,  and  the  person  starts  to  talk  to  me,  I  would  release  the  CBC, 
kept  in  the  hand,  then  it  would  get  stuck  on  the  head.  My  brain  automatically  teaches  the  person  how  to 
sign  in  2  seconds.  Then  he  would  not  know  that  I  had  complete  brain  control  over  him.  I  could  come  up 
to  him  and  un-do  him,  then  he  would  be  back  to  normal. 

Sometimes  I  really  want  to  see  a  very  new  movie  that  is  in  theaters,  but  most  of  the  time  I  have 
to  wait  6  months  until  it  starts  to  be  in  BLOCKBUSTER.

When  an  enemy  makes  noise,  it  would  tell  the  direction  of  where  the  noise  is.  If  the  commander  says  go 
somewhere,  he  would  appear  on  the  screen  and  tell  me  where  to  go.  The  army  says  we  can’t  hear  the 
gunshots.  But  in  the  future,  when  the  technology  is  advancing,  we  would  be  using  silencers.  What’s  the 
point  of  needing  only  hearing  people  to  hear  silencers? 

I  have  invented  a  new  pill.  If  a  good  hearing  person  can’t  leam  very  well,  but  want  to  know 
what  it’s  like  to  be  a  deaf  person.  He  could  buy  over-the-counter  medicine,  “Deaf  Pill.”  There  are  5 
kinds  of  pills.  A  pill  makes  you  deaf  for  one  DAY.  Another  pill  lasts  for  one  WEEK.  Other  one  last 
one  MONTH.

EDUCATION  STAFF  MEETING  CLOSES  2000-01 
SCHOOL  AND  PREVIEWS  2001-02 


(Principal's  Report)  The  entire  Education  Staff  gathered  in  the  auditorium  on  Wednesday,  May  23, 
2001  to  wrap  up  the  school  year  and  get  an  idea  what  was  ahead  for  next  fall.

As  I  saw  the  plan  being  explained  through  the  power  point  presentation,  I  felt  proud  to 
work  at  ISD!"
